Federal, state and county offi- 
cials, California business and civic 
leaders and members.of the Edison 
organization were present for the 
ceremonies.

The Big Creek-San Joaquin 
river project is the Edison com- 
pany’s greatest source of hydro- 
electric power for Southern and 
Central California. The construc- 
tion of Vermilion Dam and Lake 
Thomas A. Edison is a continua- 
tion of Edison’s. 40-year develop- 
ment of this project. 


The use of additional water 
from Lake Thomas A. Edison will 
add an average of 122,000,000 
kilowatt-hours of electricity annu- 
ally to. the output of the com- 
pany’s {six existing Big Creek 
powerhouses, making more power 
available throughout ‘Central and 
Southern California. During ex- 
ceptionally dry years the produc- 
tion of Big Creek powerhouses can 
be increased by as much as 440,- 
000,000 kilowatt-hours by reserve 
water stored in the new lake. 


Construction of Vermilion Dam, 
across Mono Creek, was begun in 
May, 1953. It is an earthfill 
structure of approximately 5,400,- 
000 cubic yards of material with 
a crest length of 4,320 feet and a 
height of 160 feet above the 
stream bed. 


Hundreds of construction men, 
using mammoth earth-moving ma- 
chines, bulldozers and trucks, com- 
pleted the project in two seasons. 
Each season was limited to seven 
months of work because of the 
heavy winter snows in this section 
of the High Sierra.

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CHANGES NOTED IN CONSERVATION 
PROGRAM OF ACREAGE ALLOTMENTS 


By Ralph L. Worrell

Recent changes in regulations 
by the.U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture, which did away with total 
acreage allotments, did not affect 
basic requirements for Agricul- 
tural Conservation program as- 
sistance. 

According to information re- 
ceived by the Tulare County Farm , 
Advisor’s office, a farmer must not ' 
exceed any individual crop acreage | 
allotment in order to be eligible 
for participation in this program. 
The principle change is in the use 
he can make of acres diverted from 
allotment crops. 

Previously those acres could be 
used only for hay, pasture, and a 
limited number of other specific 
crops. Now they have been freed 
for any use that a farmer desires, 
except that he must not exceed 
his 1952-54 average acreage of 
commercial vegetables, potatoes, 
and dry beans if he wishes to ob- 
tain price supports on any of his 
crops. 

Another change in the regula- 
tions affects small acreages of 
wheat. Up to 15 acres of wheat 
may be harvested without affect- 
ing eligibility for price support on 
other crops such as corn, cotton, 
tobacco, and peanuts. Price sup- 
port on wheat itself will be sur- 
a hard time choosing, but no one 
minded what he did because he is 
good looking he could get away 
with a lot.

This special 
mountain quail season will close 
with the end of the deer season. 
However, during the regular open 
quail hunting season, mountain 
quail as well as valley birds may 
be taken. 

More troubles with advanced 
reservations for duck hunting on 
public waterfowl management 
areas, The Merced National Wa- 
terfowl] Management, Area ,sched- 
uled to open November 3, will not 
be available to hunters until De- 
cember 6. The Los Banos Refuge 
is still scheduled for a November 
3 opening.

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THE NATION CELEBRATES 
LIGHT’S.DIAMOND JUBILEE 


commemorating seventy-five years 
of electrical progress since the invention of the 
incandescent lamp by Thomas A. Edison 


October 21, 1879 * October 21, 1954 


This year is the seventy-fifth anniversary of the electric in- 
dustry, and it is being celebrated throughout the nation as 
Light’s Diamond Jubilee. 

It was on October 21, 1879, that, after spending what then 
was a fortune ($40,000), and seemingly endless years in a 
long series of unsuccessful experiments, Thomas A. Edison 
produced an incandescent lamp by passing an electric cus- 
rent through a carbonized cotton thread located within a 
vacuum. ; 

That event marked the beginning of the electric revolu- 
tion. In seventy-five years, this industry has become vitally 
integrated into every phase of America’s economic life. 

From that October day forward, human beings in mod- 
ern society have increasingly, year by year, become more 
and more dependent upon this force known as electricity— 
until today it is literally true that if all the electric generators 
in all of the powerhouses of our country and other modern 
industrial nations were stopped it would be the equivalent 
of stopping the heartbeat which sustains the life within 
those nations.

-gbuindance which makes available to the citizens of the 
United States of America in the year 1954 the highest living 
standard known in world history did not jest happen. They 
exist because those who created it had the freedom of oppos- 
tunity and the incentive to create, plas a sense of responsi- 
bility and obligation. ;

Largely in‘ response to. this op- 
position to the big dams, Congress 
jat the session just ended passed, 
and President Bisenhower has 
signed a bill to provide for federal 
cooperation with state and local 
interest in building up-stream 
dams.

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| COUNTY WELFARE DEPARTMENT SPENDS 
$513,353 TO AID 8,549 CASES IN MONTH 


$513,353 was spent by the 
County Welfare Department dur- 
ing the month of August, 19§4, to 
help and aid 8,549 cases, accord- 
ing to Keif Melberg, director of 
the Tulare County Welfare De- 
partment. August is an average 
month in the County Welfare De- 
partment which maintains a staff 
of 103 full time employees to help 
county needy who are aged, blind 
or children. 

Federal and state financial aid 
contributes a good portion of these 
funds which are allocated to the 
county’s Old Age Assistance pro- 
gram. Aid to needy blind, aid to 
needy children and the general 
relief program. 

A major project of the welfare 
department is the maintenance of 
the boarding house program. One 
hundred forty boarding houses in 
Tulare county are state licensed to 
care for children and fourteen are 
licensed for aged needy. These 
facilities are available to the pub- 
lic inspection at any time. ‘‘Among 
those persons who are ill, only 
ambulatory patients are admitted 


Ito these boarding homes, for the | 


general welfare of all concerned,” 
stated Melberg. 

A comparatively new function of 
the Welfare Department is the 
child welfare division which 
makes an effort to counsel and 
assist families to have social prob- 
lems with advice, guidance and 
recommendations. An example is 
the care of illegitimate children 
and unmarried mothers. The Wel- 
fare Department even enters into 
the field of juvenile delinquency 
problems in the area of family 
counselling on social matters 
ahead and outside of legal action 
in court. Many times close work 
is done with the county probation 
officer in this respect. 

Child adoption is another func- 
tion of the County Welfare De- 
partment. A popular public mis- 
conception, stated Melberg, is the 
idea that a couple have to get on 
the end of a waiting list in order 
to adopt a child. “This is not 
true,” he continued, “A relinquish- 
ed child is carefully matched with 
the prospective applicant parents 
for resemblance, background, na- 
tionality and even religion, de- 
pending, of course, on age. Chil- 
dren are not released for adoption 
prior to their becoming six months 
of age. During this time we are 
very careful not to let any at- 
tachment develop between the 
child and its present nurse or 
guardian. Children are released 
for adoption only after very close 
medical supervision.” 

The Social Service Unit at the 
County Hospital is another branch 
of County Welfare. It governs 
and determines admittance eligi- 
bility of county patients. 

During the month of August, 
county welfare funds were dis- 
bursed as follows: 

Aid to Needy Children, 3,409 
cases, $158,910; aid for children 
in boarding homes, 95 cases, $4,- 
966; Old Age assistance, 4,596 
cases, $326,307; General Relief 
program 228 cases, $8,380; Aid for 
Needy Blind, 221 cases, $18,956.

FARM SCENE 


As Seen By Bill Reece 


Having waded in water nearly 
6 my waist, watched as buildings 
and househbtd belongings went 
tumbling downstream, observed 
scores of automobiles abandoned 
to the fate of the torrents and 
helped evacuate hundreds from 
marooned areas while only a few 
miles away upstream stood an edi- 
fice of solid masonry arched across 
the turbulent channel constructed 
in the belief. that all of this could 
be prevented. 

The place was Arcadia, Califor- 
nia, but it might have been any 
one of hundreds of like commun- 
ities. For, if ever a monument 
existed to blind faith and false se- 
curity —— dams are it. 

Within the annals of American 
history can be found the plain un- 
varnished truth. One has only to 
read of such disasters as occurred 
at Johnstown, Santa Paulo, Laredo 
ahd dozens of other towns and vil- 
lages to realize how pathetically 
inadequate the dams, dykes and 
levees have been to prevent floods. 

So much so that engineers have 
long sought another and _ better 
solution, one of which can be 
found in Los Angeles county. This 
method is a system of underground 
storm drains designed to carry 
overflows away from the threaten- 
ed areas, thereby eliminating the 
greatest source of flood disasters 
— the existance of water in vol- 
ume. . This solution, as simple as 
it may sound, is actually a basic 
requiremeht in flood prevention, 
for, as the volume is dissipated so

Proof that 
such dams are no criterion or can 
be depended upon to prevent floods 
is evidented by such communities 
as Arcadia, Tujunga, Sierra Madre, 
Monrovia and other southern com- 
munities all of which have dams 
and — &ll of which have floods. 

In addition to the fact that 
flood control dams offer only a 
minimum of protection, their great 
danger is that they impart to the 
citizens living within their sha- 
dows a false sense of security. For 
some unaccountable reason, hu- 
man beings feel more secure when 
the things they fear are placed in 
confinement — including water. 
But as every farmer knows, you 
can’t change a bull’s temperment 
or reduce his potential striking 
power simply by confining him to 
a pen. 


CONTOUR FARMING

Contour planting and irrigation 
is an answer to one of California’s 
land problems — the fact that 
most of the good flat land is al- 
ready in use. With intensive agri- 
culture moving into hillier coun- 
try, many farmers need to know 
more about planting and irrigat- 
ing on grades designed to the slope 
and texture of the soil.

Morning Glory Can Be Controlled 


By Vincent H. Schweers 
Farm Advisor 

Morning glories can be sprayed 
in the fall with good success. Tests 
have shown that spraying in the 
fall will give good control provid- 
ed the sprayed plants are not dis- 
turbed by cultivation or killed by 
frost for at least two weeks after 
treatment. 

For best results the morning 
glories should be growing vigor- 
ously. The patch should be irri- 
gated about 10 days before treat- 
ment to get the best growth. If 
an irrigation cannot be made, the 
use of a wetting agent will help 
get control. Use a commercial 
wetting agent or one of the house- 
hold detergents will help wet the 
A small teaspoonful of de- 
tergent will be adequate for each 
gallon of water. 

The plants should be sprayed 
with 2,4-D using about one and 
one-half pounds of actual 2,4-D 
per acre. To determine the amount

to use, if the label on the con- 
tainer reads. this material con- 
tains six pounds of actual material 
per gallon, you will need about 
one quart per acre. Most grow- 
ers spray only smal] patches and 
can better use the directions on 
the container, generally two table- 
spoons of 14 to 16 per cent ma- 
terial or one tablespoon of 30 per 
cent material is used per gallon. 

Amine or low volatile esters 
forms are generally less hazardous 
to use, since they do not volatilize 
as easily as some ester forms. 

The 2,4-D materials are not 
Poisonous to animals or humans. 
care should be used in applying 
2,4-D as the drift will cause dam- 
age to valuable crops or shrubs. 
Most broad-leafed plants are dam- 
aged by 2,4-D, however, few 
grasses show damage. 

Growers who plan on using over 
two ounces of 2,4-D per day. should 
contact the agricultural commis- 
sioner for a permit.

Back in 1951, the Tulare county grand jury charged J. Post Wil- 
liams, Tulare county superintendent of schools, with: 1. General ad- 
ministrative inability; 2. business mismanagement; 3. curriculum 
mismanagement and 4. personal malfeasance. 

Serving on the education committee of that grand jury were: 
Lawrence McGee, Mrs. Lillian Mathias, Mrs. Ruby Holworthy, J. D. 
Andreas and Ray Hutchinson; the superior court judge under whom. 
the jury worked was Frederick E. Stone. 

After making the above charges, committee members reported at 
considerable length to completely substantiate the things they said. 

In 1952, the education committee of the Tulare county grand jury 
had this to say: ‘Because of the controversey which was aroused as 
a result of the previous grand jury report with reference to the county 
superintendent of schools, it was felt wise to go over this teport first 
with the county board of education and then with the superintendent 
and give him an opportunity to present his side of the case, with the 
result that they individually agreed that the facts as presented were 
basically true. 

“The office of the Tulare county superintendent of schools rep- 
resents a substantial business and as such requires sound executive 
leadership. It requires a person of general business acumen, qualified 
to select, train and direct diversified personnel. IT IS IN THIS 
FIELD THAT THE JURY HAS FOUND THE SUPERINTENDENT 
LACKING IN REQUISITE ABILITIES.” (Capitalization not in 
jury report.)
